Buckingham 
Palace | 


London. 

Buckingtiam Palace, the focal point 
of the Empire, 1s celebrating its 
centenary, is : 

It was 100'years ago that Queen 
Victoria, three weeks after she be- 
came queen, drove from Kensington 
Palace «to hers new “Palace «= of 
Pimilco.” A few weeks. after it be- 
came Buclingham Patloce, the oMiclat 
town residence of the monarch. 

Buckingham Palace has had a 
wromantle history. It owes its exe 
istence to George IV, who, on find- 
ing the royal residences of his time 
too small ond jnconvenient, decided 
to create an home Atting the dignity 
of a British sovercign, 

Several sites were suggested, but 
he insisted that the most suitable 
was Buckinghom House and its 
grounds, then a mulberry — tree 
Harden founded by James I in the 
hopes of creating a flourishing silk 
industry In England, 

James’s scheme was a fallure and 
the house was leased by Goring and 
called “Goring House.” * 

It was leased by the Enrl of Ar- 
lington from the crown {tn 1672, The 
house was restroyed by fire and 
“Arlington House’ was built, This 
jbecame the property of the Earl of 
Grafton und eventually © passed to 
the Earl of Musgrave, later to be the 
Duke ‘of Buckingham, who added 
wings which exist to a large extent 
to-day. 

George III and Queen Charlotte 
ilved at Buckingham House, as it 
then was, forming the nucleus of the 
art pieces which’ Queen Mary has 
done so much to preserve. 

When _ the property came to 
George IV alterations and improv- 
ments were begun, and the king 
frequently was at odds with his 
exchequer over funds. At the time 
of his death 2650,000 had been 
spent, and during the reign of 
William [V another £100,000 was 
necessary to Jmprove the building. 

William died’ before the work on 
the house was completed, and so 
Queen Victorian beenme the first 
sovereign to live at the palace on its 
new phase as Sthte residence.— 
United Press. : :

Washington. 

Maj. Gen. William C, Rivers, 
retired, whose long military service 
extended to three continents, has 
warned the United States that main- 
tenance of the “grentest aggregation 
of fighting ships and combat alee 
planes the world has ever seen in 
one spot" may provoke war In the 
Pacifle, 


Diserediting the theory that a 
strong offence is the best defence, 
General Rivers said that modern 
warfare requires dispersion of effort 
for the most satisfactory results. 


General Rivers’ observations. In 
this. congection were made incident- 
ally in a letter to Rep.-Louls Ludlow, 
Democrat, Indiana, regarding o legis- 
lative proposal requiring o nation- 
wide referendum befote a declara- 
tion of war on the part of the United 
States except in event of aggression. 


Genernl Rivers, holder of the fam- 
ous French Croix de Guerre and the 
United States Distinguished Service 
Medal for his part In the World War, 
commended the proposal os a “prac- 
ticuble step for our people to take.” 


“No more vital feature could be 
added to the Constitution where it 
could not be repeniled by the Con- 
gress in a moment of emotional 


.| stress," General Rivers sald. 


NOT REQUIRED 


He added that the “old theory as 
to the offensive In war always. being 
the best defence is a favourite one 
with those seeking from the legisla- 
tors’ additions to our ever-increasing 
funds allotted for armament in our 
country. 


‘wy jiustrate the fecling of myself, 
long a resident of and a student of 
the Far Enst: We are dssembling in 
the North Pacific Ocean what [ be- 
lieve is the greatest aggregation of 
fighting ships and combat airplanes 
the world has ever seen in one spot. 

"I feel that by no use of the imu- 
gination can one correctly say that 
our battle assemblage in the North 
Paclfie Ocean is required for the de- 
fence of Alaska, the "Hawaii, the 
continental United States and the 
Panamo Canal, our normal line of 
defence in the event of war.(I do 
not know anyone who believes wo 
can. defend the Phiiippine. possessions 
in the event of war with a western 
Pacific power which has a great feld 
army, ‘and one of the world’s great 
modern battle ficets.) < 

“The only method of using such a 
battle armada as we retain in the 
North Pagific Occan against any 
other power In the Pacific Is by ap- 
plying the illusory and dangerous 
doctrine of somo extremists—that an 
aggressive pffence is always the best 
defence, 

“Such a doctrine may well at tlimes 
evoke a war through the provocation 
of such armament, 

“As for the attack—In the last war 
the navies rarely attacked. In fact, 
naval warfare has become a matter of 
attrition by means of the new types 
of submarines and the new air 
bombing fleets. No longer may a 
great ficct. lic for months in safety 
in such a place as’ Scapa Flow: they 
will ‘be complied to scatter and 
cruise,” 

Regarding the proposal for a re- 
ferendum on the matter of declara- 
tion of war, Genexal Rivers sald. 

“First, let me say that I feel 
strongly that we must adopt and try 
out some new plan; that we must not 
adhere to our old plan of drifting 
into a war. The main objections to 
the Ludlow plan refer to fears that 
while we delay to vote ao foreign 
power could attack us. Nothing ts 
perfect; but I sce no merit in this 
contention, 

“The two oceans and the absence 
of powerful and aggressive neigh- 
bours give us ample protection 
against sudden attack, Again we 
are told by some that it ja unwise to 
place, experimental proposals into 
our Constitution. No more vital fea- 
tura could be added to the Constitu- 
tion, where it could not be repealed 
by the Congress in a moment of 
emotional stress,”

Unfortified Villages Bombed 
Shanghal, S¢pt. 1. 


Japanese planes brought heavy 
destruction to fixed property last 
night when a squadron of bombing 
machines conducted a series of raids 
on a number of unfortified villages 
in the vieinity of Shanghal. 


Paoshan, north-west of Woosung 
Fort, ond Yuchpu, south-west of 
Liun Forest Fort, suffered most 
severely of all the townd bombed. 
The Intter town has been practically 
wiped gut, all houses in the ares 
being demolished. é 


Later in’ the evening, qJapanese 
planes ‘conducted er Chupel. 
dropping .three__ bombs on the 
Markham Road Station, tearing up 
a few sections of track, but otherwise 
doing no great damage. 


Several incendiary bombs were 
dropped on Tatung Road and 
Hsinm!n Road, setting a large num- 
ber of buildings in that area on fire. 
The conflagration raged al} night, but 
ng the people had previously been 
evacuated there was no loss of life. 

A bomb fell In the reservoir of the 
power company's Hengfeng Road 
station, but did not explode,—Central 
News. 


Japanese Repulsed . In 
Chapei | 
Shanghai, Aug. 31. 


The Japanese forces in the North 
Szechuan Road sector attempted to 
rush the Chinese lines in Chapci at 
dawn this morning but following a 
bricf encounter, were dyiven back. 

Meonwhile, Japanese artillery con- 
tinued to bombard tlic North Station 
area, but it is officially stated that 
the Chinese are still holding their 
lines.—Central News.

Thousands Forced, To Free 


Shanghai, Aug. 31. 
Thousands of Chincse, mostly .of 
the working class, were evicted from 
thelr homes in the eustern district of 
the International Settlement by the 
Japanese’ military “to-day. ~ ie 
This area, which inclydes Yang- 
tsepoo district, is now being made 
ready to accommodate reinforcements 
which are due from Japan shortly. 
The refugees, who were unable to 
Ieave thelr homes in spite of the 
heavy fighting in that vicinity last 
week, were provided with trucks by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council to 
convey them Into the Central District 
of the Settlement where they are 
now being cared.for by local philan- 
thropic and charitable organisations, 
—Central News. 


Japanese Belittle Nantao 
Bombing 


Shanghai, Sept. 1. 
The report ‘issued by the Japanese 
Domei News Agency to the effect that 
only 60 Chinese soldiers were kill- 
ed and 60 soldiers and 12 hawkers 
injured during the bombing of the 


South Station at Nantao on August- 


28, is brunded by Chinese authorities 
ux a deHberate attempt to distort 
facts. : 

According fo an oficial investiga- 
tion into the outrage, completed Inst 
night, it fs revealed that over 200 
non-combatants were killed. ‘Many 
more are believed to have Jost their 
lives as jt ls jmpossible to assemble 
the mass of human Ilmbs and frag- 
ments which were’ scattered over o 
wide area around the station. 

A check made. ot ibe various 
hospitals In 
Shanghai disclosed that over 500 
Chinese non-combatants, all refugees, 
were admitted after the bombing of 
Nantao. A number were mere babies 
who subsequently died, - 

This figure does not include many 
wounded refugees. . 

The Chinese authorities assert 
that the South Station {s quite near 
the foreign area in Shanghai, and 
many forelgners havo visited’ Nantao 
to see the exodus of the refugees — 
Central News.

KAI TAK TRAGEDY 


INQUEST OPENED ON DEAD. 
AIRCRAFTSMAN 


An Inquiry into the desth of 25.4 
Class Aircraftsman George Bernard 
.Chisholm-Ellams, aged '22, who was 
found hanging in a drying room at 
Kai Tak about midnight on July 30, 
was begun before Mr. K. M. A, Bar- 
nett at the Kowloon Mogistracy .;¢es- 
terday. 

The Jury  cmpanciied comprised 
Messrs. B. C. Randall, Jnr., (Fore- 
man); W. L. Ramsey, and Wong Yin- 
nin. -Divisional Inspector F. T. J. 
Portallion and Det.-Sergt. D, G, Mac- 
Pherson were present for the Police, 
while Squadron Leader J, E. M. 
MacCullam appeared for the Royal 
Alr Force, : 

Dr. G. H. Henry, who had per- 
formed a post mortem on’ the alr- 
craftsman, said death had been 
caused by asphyxiation due to hang- 
ing. There were rope marks around 
his neck. He was six feet two in- 
ches tall, und well developed. 

After further medical evidence by 
Fit.-Licut, J. R. Jenkins, Medical 
OmMcer, R.AF., who deposed to hav~ 
ing been called to No. 6 Barrack 
Block a Iittle after midnight and seen 
the decensed lying dead on the floor, 
Corporal J. G, Lister described how 
the tragedy had been discovered. 

Tragic Discovery 

Cpl. Lister sald he hod entered 
barracks some time after 11 p.m. in 
company with Leading Alrcraftsman 
Owen (who hag - since left the 
Colony). After taliing ‘a while, 
they proceeded towards the bartack 
room. Inside, they went towards the 
wash room, passing the drying room 
on the way. 

Owen was in front, and-in passing 
the drying room, he looked back into 
it. The expression on his face 
changed, ond he sald, wy God, look 
at that.” Witness turned and look- 
ing in, saw through thehalf-open 
door, a body hanging in a kneeling 
position.

Sentence of death was passed by 
the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl Mac- 
Gregor, at the Criminal Sessions 
yesterday on Leung Kan, 34, fisher- 
man, who was found guilty of the 
murder of Ip Wah, 26, hawker, at Po 
Toi Bny on the night of July.

TWO NEW NAVAL 
TREATIES 


Wheh the ‘foreign news 
columns seem to get more and 
more . depressing, it is with a 
sigh of relief that one reads of 
some constructive achievement, 
however meagre, in the inter- 
national sphere. Such an item 
of news appeared recently when 
two naval limitation agreements 
were signed in London.: These 
were the Anglo-German and 
Anglo-Soviet Agreements based 
on the London Naval Treaty of 
last year concluded between 
Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. The two import- 


ant Naval Powers that refuse to} 


enter any agreement on these 
lines are Japan and Italy. One 
of the chief advantages of the 
treaties is that they provide for 
the elimination of surprise in 
naval construction. Each signa- 
tory Power agrees to reveal its 
building programme and in this 
way something like a “shock 
absorber” will ‘be provided. 
There are certain reservations 
to the London Treaty in both 
the new agreements. Because 
Japan is not a party to the 


Treaty, tha Soviet Government 


reserves to itself complete free- 
dom of action with regard to its 
Far Eastern forces unless. and 
until Japan becomes a signatory 
to a limitation treaty. The 
US.S.R. therefore does ‘not have 
to reveal what is being built in 
its Far Bastern yards for use in 
guarding the eastern shores. 
The Anglo-German Agreement 
contains the reservation. that 
certain vessels built under the 
restrictions imposed by the 
Treaty of Versailles shall be 
regarded as over age sooner. 
than they would otherwise be. 
The treaties, although by no 
means covering all the ground 
which is essentin) if any real

GINCE THE WAR tho Army, fora 
varlety of reasons, has failed 
to attract the number of candi- 
dates for commissions which 
formerly ensured brisk compet!- 
tion’. for entrance. In 
quence, there has been na distinct 
falling off in the educational stan- 
dard of candidates accepted, the 
proportion of those avith minimum 
qualifications being unduly large: 
Morcover, in some years, os minl- 
mum qualifications could rot be 
lowered, all vacancies were not 


filled. 


Partly for that reason and also 
becnuse rearmament has entailed 
gome incrense in the establiah- 
ments, we are now faced with a 
considerabla shortage of officers. 
| At the same time, our increased 
linbilities have again directed at- 
tention to the fact that a modern 
army requires brains as avell as 
numbers for its efficient operation. 


In 1924, when recruitment of 
officers aaa perhaps at its lowest 
ebb, the Haldane Committee was 
nagombled to review the situation 
and to put forward recommenda- 
tlons for making the Service more 
attractive. It was not to hold & 
post-mortem on the alleged defects 
in the intellectual equipment of 
the pre-War Army, but was con- 
cerned with the futures Its de- 
claration that it was desirable that’ 
first-class brains should be nt- 
tracted to the Army, “but that 
marked intellectu:l qualities svere 
not needed in: all officers, was 
simply a stntement of fact address- 
ed to the public, and especially to 
parents and schoolmasters, in sup- 
port of the 
made, designed to- secure thoth 
‘numbers and quality. ‘ 

Unfortunately, many of the re- 
commendations of the Committee 
would have entailed incroased ¢x- 
penditure, and, at a time when the 
outlook was pacific and little in- 
terest taken in the future of the 
Army, they had little chance of 
full »cceptance; and ns financial 
atringency increased, still Jess. 
‘As a consequence, there has been 
no marked {mprovoment either {n 
the numbers or quality of candi- 
dates for commissions; and the 
problem has been how beat to de- 
yelon the somewhat mediocre 
qualities of the average material 
secured, 


The military authorities were 
fully alive to the fact that many 
changes were needed to meet mo- 
tlern conditions, both In the out- 
look of the Army and in the fur- 
ther education of entrants. Eape- 
chilly, it was sought to dbrenk down 
the barriers of ignorance and pre- 
judice which had existed between 
‘Army officers and their eontem- 
porarics in civil life, Little 
sympathy was, however, obtainable 
from the general public, which 
avas more interested in recrimina- 
tions concerning the conduct of 
the avar and in Sts hopes of per- 
petual pence.’ : 

Among the measures taken by 
the miltary authorities was the 
recasting of.the courses at Wool: 
wich and Sandhurst, to bring them 
more in Hne with University stan- 
dards by making tho education 
there more general and Jess techni- 
eal, Both In the Commands and 
at the Staff Colleges the economic 
factors affecting war received at- 
tention, andthe new Imperial De- 
fence College was established {in 
1926, where spocially nelected offi- 
cers of standing in all three Ser- 
vices studied the higher problems 
of war In collaboration with re- 
presentatives of the Civil Service 
and of the Dominions—a really 
important step. Further, {n order 
to accelerate promotion of the 
most deserving, the system of ac- 
eelerated regimontal promotiou 
and award of peace-time brevets 
was extended, and selection Is now 
more rigorously exercised in pro- 
motion to the higher ranks.

Plaintiffs were the China Chemical 
Works, Ltd., and they sued Leung 
Shiu-hol, proprictor and publisher of 
the Wah Sing, and the Empire Print- 
Ing Press, Ltd., the printers, for \n- 
jury suffered through the publica- 
ton of the cartoon, which was head- 
ed “Pleture of a Drummer’s Belly.” 
She cartoon’. depleted: ~two- “mate 
figures, one in the foreground stand- 
Ingt up and one in the background 
lying down, In the foreground was 
depicted a food bowl bearing the 
Chinese characters “Koon Yum 
Powder,” a name by” which a con- 
diment manufactured by plaintiffs 
was Known, By the pubtication of 
the cartoon and ghe words nnnexcd 
thereto, plaintiffs alleged, the defen- 
dants represented and were under- 
stood to mein that the condiment 
was a harmful and injurious prepara- 
tion and that plaintlffs were callous- 
ly enriching themselves by its sale, 
although they knew it to be harmful 
and injurious. 
_ The defence was that the cartoon 
felated to the famine situation In Szce- 
chuen, ond that the words ‘Koon 
Yum Powder” referred to a certain 
kind of earth gaten by the people 
there to relieve hunger during 
famine.

EXPERT EVIDENCE 


Professor Hsu Ti-shon, Mr, -Lt 
Kim-fung, editor of the Kung Sheung 
Po, und Mr, Wong Yim-ching, head- 
master of the Kwong Wah Collere 
and a-member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Chinese Educationalists 
Association, were called by the de- 
fence, and they all testified that 
Koon Yum Powder s the name of 
a kind of carth found in the famine 
area, The last-named witness added 
that a person could be kept alive for 
one and sometimes two months by 
enting the stuff, which, however, 
could not be taken excessively. 
People-in the, North regarded it as 
a gift from heaven, and hence the 
term Koon Yum, which was the name 
of the Goddess of Mercy. 

First‘ defendant stated that’ his 
paper hid been In ‘existence for the 
past twelve yeurs and had never 
been sued.

Mr. Van Leo haited from Annam 
but had lived most of his life in 
Hongkong with his wife ind mother, 
He had a brother who recently re- 
tummed to Annam, 

In his carly newspaper days before 
the rush of work «precluded  olher 
activitles, Mr. Van Leo was assoclat- 
ed with the Star Theatre, acting as 
manager for a long perlod. He was 
also interested in the cement business 
at one time but he finally had to give 
up his hopes of making a living in 
commerce und devote himself entire- 
ly to writing.

“TWO NEW NAVAL 
TREATIES 


When the foreign news 
columns seem to get more and 
more depressing, it is with a 
sigh of relief that one reads of 
some constructive achievement, 
however meagre, in the inter- 
national sphere. Such an item 
of news appeared recently when 
two naval limitation agreements 
were signed in London. These 
were the Anglo-German and 


| Anglo-Soviet Agreements based 


on the London Naval Treaty of 
Inst. year concluded between 
Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. The two import- 
ant Naval Powers that refuse to 
enter any agreement on these 
lines are Japan and Italy. One 
of the chief advantages of the 
treaties is that they provide for 
the climination of surprise in 
naval construction. Each signa- 
tory Power agrees to reveal its 
building programme and in this 
way something like a “shock 
absorber” will be provided. 
There ure certain reservations 
to the London Treaty in both. 
the new: agreements. Because 
Japan is not’ a party to the 
Treaty, the Soviet Government 
reserves to itself complete free- 
dom of action with regard to its 
Far Eastern forces unless and 
until Japan becomes 2 signatory 
to a limitation treaty. The 
1U.S.S.R. therefore docs not have 
to reveal what is being built in 
its Far Eastern yards for ‘use in 
guarding the eastern shores. 
The Anglo-German Agreement 
contains .the reservation that 
certain vessela built under the 
restrictions imposed by the 
Treaty of Versailles shall be 
regarded as over age sooncr 
than they would otherwise be. 
Tho treaties, although by no 
-menns covering all the ground 
which is essential if any real 
progress js to be made towards 
climination of senseless naval 
rivalry, area nevertheless 
yaluo, , They reflect a willing-

But 
for the Inst two or three weeks 
the Whitstable | oyster-boats 
hnve been dredging on the in- 
shore beds, their boundarics 
marked by beacons taking one 
line north from Whitstable 
Church and another east from 
Harty Church, on Sheppey. 

The oyster-catchers are_ the 
most cheerful of the shell-fish 
men. Their trade, after a ten 
years’ decline, when the oysters 
in Pyfleet Creck fell from 5,- 
000,000, to less than 500,000, 
began to recover three years 
ngo, and the recovery goes on. 
As it takes five years for oysters 
to matire, the full benefit will 
not be reaped till 1938. 


So large ones will not be 
plentiful this year, and the 
ravages of the Slipper Limpet, 
which have caused enormous 
mortality on the Dutch beds, 
are another reason why prices 
are likely to be on the dear side.

E hear to-day much about. the 

accident yprone motorist. After 
the publicatoin of the Ministry of 
Transport analysis of the causes of 
Increasing rond accidents . we shall 
have more definite proof. 


It is sate to predict thnt this will 
reveal certain, psychologicat facts, 
which as yet are little Iknown to the 
vust majority of the motoring public. 

On¢é often hears the question 
asked: Why does one man have the 
grave misfortune to register a num- 
“ber of accidents while another drives 
for twenty years without any? 


It would be absurd to suggest this 
is Just a matter of luck. Say A has 
four accidents and B has none, it Is 
Fensonable to assume it is because A

At. the outset, the summonses 
against Gilmore and Scott were dis-

Mr, Heath said he had_ been in- 
structed by the Inspector General to 
say that he tind taken out the sum- 
mons after much consideration and 
that he regarded the matter Ino oa 
serious light.

| Men of Character—War Office’s 
Dilemma—R.A.F. as Competitor ° 


INCE THE WAR the Army, for a 

varlety of reasons, haa failed 
to attract the number of candi- 
dates , for commissions which 
formerly ensured brisk competi- 
tion for entrance. In conse- 
quence, there has been a distinct 
falling off in the educational stan- 
dard of. candidates accepted, -the 
proportion of those with minimum 
qualifications being unduly large, 
Morcover, In some yenras, ag mini- 
mum qualifications could not be 
lowered, all vacancies were not 
filled. 


Partly for that reason ‘and also 
becnuse rearmament has entailed 
some incrense In the establish- 
ments, we are now faced with a 
considerable shortage of officers. 
At the same time, our increased 
liabilities have again directed at- 
tention to the fact that « modern 
army requires braina -as well as 
numbers for its eMcient operation. 


In 1924, when -recruitment of 
officers aves perhaps at its lowest 
ebb, the Haldane Committee was 
assombled to reviow the situation 
and to put forward recommendia- 
tions for making the Service more 
attractive. It was not to hold a 
post-mortem on the alleged defects 
in the intellectual equipment of 
the pre-War Army, but was ¢on- 
cerned with the future. Its de- 
claration that it was desirable that 
first-class brains should be at- 
tracted to the Army, but that 
marked intellectual qualities awvere 
not needed in alt officers, was 
simply a statement of fact address- 
ed to the public, and especially to 
parents and schoolmzsters, in sup- 
port of the recommendations it 
made, designed to secure ‘both 
numbers and quatity. 

.Unfortunately, many of the re- 
commendations of the ‘Committee 
would have entailed incroased ex- 
penditure, and, at a time when the 
outlook was pacific and Httle in- 
terest taken in the future of the 
Army, they had little chance of 
full acceptance; and as’ financial 
stringency increased, still Toss, 
As a consequence, there has been 
no marked improvoment elther In 
the numbers or quality of candi- 
dates for commissions; and the 
problem has been‘how best to de- 
velon the saomewhnt mediocre 
qualities of the everage material 
secured. : 


The military authoritics were 
fully alive to the fact that many 
changes svere needed to meet mo- 
dern conditions, both in the: out- 
look of the Army and tn the fur- 
ther education of entrants, Espe- 


cizlly, it was sought todbrenk down |- 


the barriers of ignorance and pre- 
judice which had existed between 
‘Army officers and their’ contem- 
poraries in civil life. Little 
aympathy was, however, obtainable 
from the general publle, - which 
ners more interested in recrimina- 
tions concerning the conduct of 
the war and in its hopes of per- 
petual peace. 

Among the measures taken by 
the military authorities was the 
recasting of the courses at Wool: 
wich and Sandhurst, to bring them 
more in line with University stan- 
dards by making tho -education 
there more general and less techni- 
cal. Both In the Commands an 
at the Staff Colleges the economic 
factors affecting war.received at- 
tention, and the new Imperial De- 
fence College was established in 
1926—where specially selected offi- 
cers of standing in all three Ser- 
vices studied the higher problems 
of war in collaboration with re- 
presentatives of the Civil Service 
ond of the Dominions—a_ really 
important step. Further, in order 
to. ‘accelerate promotion of the 
most deserving, the system of ac-. 
celerated regimental promotion 
and award of peace-time brevets 
was extended, and selection is now 
more rigorously exercised in pro- 
motion .to the higher ranks.
